Imagination is gothing in ае 1!Һеге are по faculties 
of imagination. In other words there аге no faculties that 
are devoted to imagination only. Hence, there are no 1m- 
aginative faculties, strictly speaking. At the;same time the 
human mind is endowed with imaginative power. This 
power, in its fundamental meaning and action, is one of the 
most important powers that it possesses. To imagine, 
strictly speaking, is simply to recall and hold up before the 
mind that which it;has sven, heard or id some way experi- 
enced.
